STATE OF WAR. 


Japan’s Official ‘Notification te 
Foreign Powers. 


Formal Declaration Made by the Gov- 
ernment at Tokio. 


THE LITTLE EMPIRE MEANS TO TRY 
CONCLUSIONS WITH CHINA, 


The Japanese Mimister to England In- 
forms Lord Himberly That the War 
Is om—Apelogizes for Firing om the 
British Flag— What Maj.

TOKIO, Japan, Aug. 1.—The Japanese Gov- 
ernment has informed the representatives of 
the foreign powers here thata state of war 
exists between Japan and China, This is 


equivalent to a declaration of war. 

The Japanese Government has in- 
structed its Minister to Lon- 
Gon to apologize to Great Britain for firing 
upon and sinking the transport Kow shung 
while she was flying the British fag. The 
Japanese Minister has been instructed to in- 
form Great Britain that the commander of 
the Japanese cruiser did not know that the 
Kow Shung was a British vessel until after 
the fight. 

Capt. Galsworthy of the Kow Shang and 
many other persons who were on board the 
transport were rescued by the boats of a 
Japanese warsbip. 


WHAT THE FWOTIFICATION MEANS. 
WasuiroTros, D. O., Aug. 1.—It is thought 


here that the action of Japan in officially |

Although there 
was no formal declaration of war when the 
French decreed rice to de contraband the 
United States and all other nations 
acquiesced, and the only protest came from 
the British Minister to China, who 
was reprimanded for it dy his own Govern- 
ment. Just what the effect will be on 
the Chinese treaty ports cannot be foretold 
now. Japan has taken the ground that they 
are practically foreign settlements, and 
therefore, has disclatmea any intention to 
interfere with them, regarding them as out- 
s ide the scene of hostile operations. China, 
however, has pe tiy claimed the right, 
under the treaties opening the ports, to close 
them in time of war. Th® treaties themselves 
present points of yariance, and the whole 
matter. although very important to commer- 
Clal interests, is shrouded in doubt, There 
are no precedents qulte fitting the present 
case, and it will probably call for the making 
of some international law on the subject un- 
less the war ends speedily. It is believed 
here that China now proceed immediate- 
ly to close the more important treaty ports, 
beginning with Shag, perhaps by ob- 
structing the entrances.

THE BAIT IN GORMAN’S TRap.

Wrers and the handlers of raw material, 
hoards of money long idle will flush the 
eurrents of trade and a big business revival 
will be eredited to whatever tariff may be 
thea iu force, 

In order that the undue oredit of this 
business revival may be. secured to them 
and to the present tariff, the Republicans 
are exhausting every expedient of log-roll- 
ing, delay and obstruction to prevent the 
enactment of any Democratic tariff bill. 
Oa the other hand, the alternative olf 
ylelding this supposed advantage to the 
Republicans or of saving it forthe Demo- 
crate, is what inclines so many Democratic 
Congressmen to accept the Gorman bill 
as the only escape from several years 
more of the McKinley tariff. Suchis the 
seductive purport of the Senate’s ulti- 
matum. 

But will the enactment of a monstrosity 
so disgusting to Democrats as the Gorman 
bill save their party from defeat next fall? 
By rejecting it and thus retaining for 
their party its leadership of the fight 
against the odious existing tariff they 
can hold their own at least, and need not 
fear that a passing reaction from extreme 
business depression under the McKinley 
tariff will dangerously strengthen the Re- 
publicans.

AN ESSENTIAL REFORM. 

If Senators were elected by the people 
would Gorman bein the Senate? Would 
Brice, Murphy and Smith be there? Would 
Vest and Jones dare defy the sentiment of 
the people of Missouri and Arkansas by 
serving asthe catspaws of Gorman and 
the trusts? 

The majorities of all the States repre- 
sented by these Senators, except Ohio, 
have demanded tariff reform. They have 
approved the principle of a tariff for rev- 
enue only. The Democrats of Ohio, whom 
Brice misrepresents, have declared re- 
peatedly against monopoly tariff taxes. 
Their last candidate for the Governorship 
was the man who proposed the tariff-for- 
revenue plank of the Democratic party at 
Chicago. 

None of these Senators would dare sub- 
mit to Gorman’s dictation and support 
trust robbery if they knew they had to go 
tothe people for re-election. Their bold- 
ness in the bad cause of the plundering 
trusts and in resisting the demands oi the 
people, the House and the President for 
honest legislation, reats on the knowledge 
that they are not dependent directly 
on the people for their seats in 
the Senate. If the people do not forget 
their offenses by the time their long terms 
are ended, they are confident of their 
ability to manipulate the party machines 
and the legislative caucuses. They look 
to the legislative deal to pull them 
through. 

The conduct of the Senate has demon- 
strated that the popular election of Sena- 
tors is a reform essential to other reforms.

What are the parks for if not to give the 
people a place of repose and recrea- 
tion, where they may indulge in 
the luxury of idleness amid the 
beauties of nature, where the songs of the 
birds, the whispers of trees, the green 
grass andthe sweet air invite to soft re- 
pose? To post the rules ‘‘no idling’’ and 
no sleeping’’ in the parks would be to 
bid the people to a feast and forbid them 
to eat. 
Besides, as Judge Morris says the parks 
belong to the people and if they cannot 
loaf, sleep, court, play or do anything 
else there which does not offend others 
there of what use are they to the people? 
The idlers, sleepers, players and inno- 
cent love-makers offend no one in the 
parks. Vice and erime are the only of- 
fenses. When the police keep the bac- 
chanalian boodlum and the criminal out 
of the parks they will do their full duty.

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| Suicide Wells Said to Have Been a 
Defaulter at Evansville,

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REPORT THAT THIS CAUSED HIS RE- 
MOVAL AS ASSISTANT POSTMASTER. 


Claimed He Misappropriated 81,700 . 
longing to the Gevernment, but That 
the Fact Was Suppressed—Said to 
Have Assigned Over a Life Insurance 
Polioy—Acoused of Embezzlement 
Bere. 


P EVANSVILLE, Ind., Aug. 1. -The suicide of 
George N. Wells yesterday in st. Louis is 
being discussed on the streets here to-day. 
It is said that Mr. Wells’ removal to st. 
Louls was due to his alleged misappropria- 
tion of $1,700 while serving as Assistant 
Postmaster. In the fall of 1891 President 
Harrison removed Mr. Wells. This created a 
sensation in Evansville, andthe particulars 
were suppressed at the time. It was shortly 
rumored, however, that Mr, Wells had been 
taking small sums of money ever since he 
was appointed in 1889. Inspector Vickry 
happened to discoverthe discrepancy, it 16 
claimed, while looking over the books. 
Mr. Wells assigned a $5,000 life insurance 
policy, according to the story told, and the 
matter was patched up. It is alleged that 
no record was ever made of the supposed 
shortage. 

Ex-Postmaster Bennett was seen this 
morning by a Post-DiIsPaTCH correspondent 
and he was very reticent, but said: ‘‘I don’t 
care to discuss Mr. Wells’ case. The Gov. 
ernment lost no money and every cent taken 
was promptly paid. The dead man was a 
warm friend of mine. I don’t believe he had 
any intention of committing suicide. 


George N. Wells, who was 47 years of age 
and dook-keeper and collector for the Royal 
Oigar Co. at Sixth and Chestnut streets,com- 
mitted suicide yesterday afternoon, as was 
published in last evening's 60’clock edition of 
the Post-DisPatcH. His employers state 
that there was a shortage of between $2,000 
and $3,000 in his accounts. 

Aboot 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon Wells 
left his desk at the cigar store, telling A. C. 
Grogg, a clerk, that de was going to get a 
headache powder. Wells went to the St. 
Louls saloon and gota glass of water from 
Harry Smith, the dar- tender; went into the 
reading room, but soon returned. About 
thirty minutes after his return to the store 
Wells did not reply to an acquaintance who 
spoke to him. It was found that he 
was stupefed. Dr. J. . Bauer 
was summoned. He sent Wells to the Dis- 
ensary, where Dr. R. L. Moore pronouneed 
ta case of morphine poisoning. Wells was 
putin the ambulance and died on bis way to 
the City Hospital. Hie body was taken to 
the Morgue. Wells resided at 4454 West Bellie 
piace and was married, but had no ehilidren.

„he only thing that can be done now,“ 
said Mr. Southard, ' to dulld the sewer 
from Lake avenue to De Bal - 
iviere a venus. I have the money 
to do that and have advertised for bids. 


The work will de carried on as rapidly as 
possible, The effect of Dbullding that sewer 
will be to carry two-thirds ofthe sewage 
that now flows into the River 
Des eres away. The way to dispose 
of the rest of the sewage is to build a branch 
sewer from De Baliviere avenue, in a north- 
westerly direction, interceptiag the River 
des Peres, and a dranch sewer from Lake 
avenue ia a northwesterly direction. In this 
manner all the sewage can be disposed of. 


FLUSHING NOT PRACTICABLE. 

It is not possible to dispose ofjthe sewage 
by flushing. Persons not familiar with the 
amount of water which flushing would require 
are apt to Delieve that it can be done. 


When the Mill Creek sewer explosion hap-~- 
permed a great deal was said about the 
negiectto flush that sewer, Dut that sewer 
will carry more water than can De pumped 
in twenty-four hours. 

It is impossible to do anything at present 
concerning the River des Peres sewage. The 
causes which have combined to produce the 
result are of such a nature that they 
cannot be removed in a day or a week. 

In the first place, there is a system of so- 
called sanitary sewers. This was estaDlished 
by the Health Department and itis not nec- 
essary for me to dilate upon the deleterious 
effect of these sewers. 

Then we havea private sewer system. In 
fact the whole territory tributary to the 
River des Peres 1s interlaced with sewer s, 
either sanitary or private. 

PERMITS FOR PRIVATS SEWERS. 

Persons who have built privete sewers 
have obtained permits from the Board of 
Public Improvements and from this depart- 
ment, but they have imposed upon the con- 
fidence ot those who granted the permits. 


Those permits allowed them to Daild sewers 
for storm water only, and they are now 
being used for other purposes. We cannot 
help it and the sooner the two sewers which 
I have mentioned inthe foregoing are Dulit 
the sooner the nuisance will be abated. 
I have the money to build the one which will 
dispose of two-thirds of the sewage, but the 
Municipal Assembiy has made no appropria- 
tion for the other. 

„Relative to the pumping plan I have to 
say that at present it does not seem to be 
practicable. It would involvea continual 
expense. The employes’ wages, the fuel and 
other expenses would in one year cost more 
than it would to establish the gravity sys- 
tem by building two sewers. 

CHIEF SANITARY OFFICER FRANCI6B, 

Chief Sanitary Officer OC. W. Francis, speak- 
ing of President McMath’s plans as outlined 
in yesterday's Post-DIsPpaTcH, sald: 
our paper stated yesterday in an article 
in relation to the Des Peres sewage that the 
Board of Health, througn the Sanitary Dt- 

igion, is responsible for the present condi- 
tion of the stream. 

This is not correct. The Board of Public 
Improvements was the first body to sanction 
the conducting the sewage into the River 
des Peres. The building of the sewer in the 
park to drain Westmoreland and Portland 
places was allowed by the Board 
of Public Improvements.

put downin Cabanne place, Clemens place 
and Chamberlain Park that drained all the 
sewage of the places to the low ground be- 
tween Goodfellow avenue and Clara, and 
this drainage was discharged into an open 
ditch and finally spread out over the low 
ground just south of Delmar avenue and 
west of De Baliviere avenue. This was hav- 
ing a serious effeet on the healthfulness of 
the neigh borhood,anéd the Health Department 
put down a pipe from De Baliviere avenue to 
Waterman and the suburban Rallroad and 
connected all the lateral sewers which were 
found on Von Versen, Clemens, Cates and 
Cabanne avenues, also the drainage for the 
brick sewer in Chamberlain Park. This was 
a great reHef to this locality, and if it had 
not been done the condition of these places 
would have been intolerable. In 1893, at the 
earnest solicitation of the citizens, strongly 
presented by the Hon. Franklin Ferris, the 
Board of Heaith ordered a pipe laid in 
Hodiamont avenue to connect the drains and 
pipes that were discharging into a dry water 
course on the line of Hodlamont avenue, but 
previous to 1892the Health Department had 
notinany way sanctioned, but had in fact 
refused to do or recommend any work of this 
kind in this territory. 

The citizens had inaugurated a system of 
drainage, whieh drainage eventually reached 
the River des Peres. Their situation and the 
precsdent set by the Board of Public Im- 
provements in granting certain privileges to 
particular subdivisions was the excuse. 

That the conducting of sewage into the 
River des Peres is bad cannot be disputed, 
and the stream, as soon as possible, should 
De relieved of this discharge; but when 
compelling the citizens to discontinue this 
drainage, and in providing sewers to prop- 
erly carry it off, nn must not be lost sight of 
thata great deal of sewage is entering the 
Des Peres from points outside of the city. 
At Olive street and Deimar avenue one-third 
of the sewage comes from outside of the 
eity. At Rosedale avenue and Clemens the 
maln stream entering the city limits from 
the west brings some séwage, and the 
amount is likely to increase every year, The 
Same conditions prevail below the park near 
Gratiot street. 

PUMPING STATIONS ARE MAKE-SHIFTS. 

Pumping stations, like temporary sewers, 
are only make-shifts; the only thorough 
solution of the question is the establishment 
ofa sewer district embracing all the Des 


Peres Valley and its tributaries, and every 
effort should be made to pass this measure in 
the next Legislature. 10 Pres!- 
dent bicMath should be given 
the credit for inaugurating this idea 
and preparing the Dill which was defeated at 
the last session. Atthe next session of the 
Legislature every effort should de made to 
pass this measure. 

The present condition of the Des Peres, 
while being bad, is not quite so danger- 
ous as people may be led to believe. A long 
ary spell like which bas prevalled lately 
creates an unpleasant condition, but the 
River des Peres rises rapidly and washes out 
fast, and it visited to-day would be found in 
good condition. 

The Health Department must not be held 
responsible forthe stateof affairs now ex- 
isting in Forest Park any more than it can 
be held for the filthy drainage discharged 
from a sewer on King’s highway and Colum- 
bia avenue, and which drainage passes 
through the Arborium of Shaw’s Garden; 
this sewer was put dove in 1889 Dy the per- 
mission of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments. 

The building of the Pine street sewer to De 
Baliviere avenue can be done this year, 
$18,000 having been appropriated for the 
work, and this will provide for the drainage 
of Cabanne and Ciemens places. To correct

Sad Story of James Graham, a 9-Year- 
Old Newsboy. 


SICK AT THE HOSPITAL, HE TELLS A 
TALE OF BRUTAL TREATMENT. 


Found Last Night Sleeping inan Alley, 
He Infermed the Police That He Was 
Afraid te Go Home es His Father Beat 
Him When He Did Not Barz Much. 


James Graham, a 9-year-old newsboy, who 
was found in an alley between Fifth and 
Sixth streets and Washington and Lucas ave- 
nues, told a pitiful story of his treatment by 
his father when he was taken to the City 
Dispensary lll with intermittent fever. The 
lad’s illness, the physicians delleve, was 
caused dy exposure and lack of nourish- 
ment.

I did not 
dare spend any money that I made because 
if I did he would make me tell him and then 
he 8 whip me until I could hardiy 
walk. 

**Yesterday morning I was up ear and 
dia my best to sell papers, but could only 
sella few all day. I knew that if I went 
home I would get another deating. and I 
could hardly walk anyway. I made up my 
mind I would stay out all night. was 
afraid that the policemen would put me in 
jail if they found me, sol went into a Jark 
alley.
